Governor's Council Meeting: Ken reported that these meetings seemed to be 
more efficiently manazed than previously. We were informed that Committees 
were being set up by the Council to recruit more rural gays into working 
with the Council. Twelve Committees have bsen set up with the members of 
the Council chairing each committee. Anyone wishing to become involved

Rural Caucus Report: Copies of this report were made available to the Board 
Y bil, & expressed some urgency for the need of a HOT LINE telephone 
set - up in the area for the purpose of disseminating information quickly 
and effectively. The Liasons of the various organizations throughout the 
State met and drafted a Statement of Purposes accompanied by 1) resolutions 
for the Pa, Rural Gay Caucus, LE-HI-HO was asked to ratify this state- 
ment and it resolutions, We would not bind ourselves in any way by this 
action, A unanimous vote of the Board for ratification of the statement 
was recorded and the Secretary was instructed to write a letter to the 
Pa, Rural Gay Caucus afrirming our action, 


Repeal of the Scdomy Statutes: Bill asked that we work with diligence in 
lobbying our representatives and senators for action on this legislation. 
We learned that apparently Sen. Hill had gotten cold feet and decided not 
to introduce legislation which would have repealed the Sodomy laws pre- 
sently being used by the state in prosecuting individuals involved in gay 
sexual behavior, Bill had available the legislative packets announced 
earlior in the year and asked that they be sent to our legislators or given 
them personally on one of our visits.
